GIVE ITS THE VOTES. 


The republicans are infected with a 


queer disease this j'ear. To listen.to their 
own stories, one would be compelled to say 
that they have been taken down with 
chronic and general cowardice. With char- 
acteristic impudence they are asking sym- 
pathy on the strength of this cowardice. 
We say strength of cowardice, because those 
fellows are actually trying to make a virtue 
of it. Cowardice in other people is not 
usually regarded as a desirable or amiab'c1 


quality. It is the last thing in '.he world 
that an ordinary person would use in order 
to excite sympathy, or to secure the suf- 
frages that are supposed to follow it. 13nt 
the republican is a queer fellow. He has 
been reconstructed so often, and called a 
patriot so long that he has come to regard 
himself as a perfected piece of humanity. 
He is politically sanctified, and so thinks 
that all his acts and omissions must at least 
be patriotic virtues in dii-guise. 


Now look at the wail that tomes from 


Mississippi and that is taken up by The 
Despatch. To start with, every one knows 
that the republicans have no more chance to 
carry Mississippi than have the democrats 
to carry Pennsylvania. The republicans 
have never for years thought that Missis- 
sippi was one of their possibilities. But 
they have got an old party tradition to the 
effect that southern democrats are always 
trampling on the rights of republicans. 
The party's idea of its right is, the posses- 
sion of the earth. The democrats, having 
a majority in the southern states, are impu- 
dent enough to elect their own party men to 
most of the offices. 
This is the grand out- 


rage at which the republican disturbers 
hold up their hands in horror. Everything 
else would be forgiven in the twinkling ot 
an eye if the democrats wonld only agree to 
forego their peculiar habit of voting for 
their own men. If Mahone i-hould happen 
to carry Virginia, that state would be re- 
garded as something angelic, and all else 
that is good. But as Mahone will not suc- 
ceed, the republicans will continue to call 
the Virginians southern brigadiers and un- 
hung rebels. 


Just now it i?. to the interest of the re- 


publican party to do everything in its power 
to call the attention of the northern farmers 
away from the home market, that has not 
yet been delivered. To this end it will re- 
sort to the old game, a southern scare. 
One of the strongest democratic states is 
chosen, a candidate for governor is nomin- 
ated who withdraws from the race before 
election day, on the pretense that lie cannot 
get a hearing before the people. Some 
time ago, this candidate, Chalmers, made a 
great noise because he could not rent a cer- 
tain opera house. He telegraphed his story 
all over the north. The citizens of the 
town complained of held a public meeting, 
at which they passed resolutions informing 
the country that Chalmers still retained al 
his old contempt for the truth. Enough of 
this man's reputation had got into the 
north to inform the republican leaders thai 
it would never do to raise an issue of verac- 
ity where he was concerned. The scare 
looked like a failure. 


In this situation the republican leaders 


bethought themselves to introduce a few 
theatrical effects to help out the weak part 
they were playing. The republican state

withdrawing 
Chalmers 
from 
the 


race, alleging at the same time that his case 
was a hopeless one because his followers 
would not be allowed to vote. These fel 
lows knew that their cause had gone to 
meet the woodbine, and so they concluded 
to disappear in the midst of a thrilling tat 
lean. The matter could be used by northern 
monopolists to fasten their grip upon tho 
Industries of the land. 


But the manifesto that comes from the 


committee Is not such a brilliant one. It 
alleges that the state has been governed 
since 1875 by a despotic democratic minor- 
ity. This is the present general, fashion- 
able and plaintive wail about a minoritj 
ratine by force. A pwty is in a hard row 
when it is compelled to make any such 
senseless representation. Why does the 
majority In Mississippi allow itself to be 
ruled by force? When it comes to a ques- 
tion of brute strength, is not a republican 
Just as powerful as a democrat? And if 
fighting with fists and clubs should become 
the order of the day, would not the republi- 
cans with whom we are acquainted do 
everything in their power to secure and 
maintain supremacy? 


This thing of a minority 
forcing 


majority is generally looted in some other 
neighborhood, A man may travel around 


ha whole country, and never meet the 
phenomenon face to face. It will always 
)e found in the next county. Any of us 
an easily conceive how a majority might 
trample on th« rights of a majority, and 
prevent it from mailing a fair showing. 
Hut when the ;,tock in trade is bruU1 force, 
and you t'lun tell us Hut tha minority 
is tyrannical, we begin to wonder il there is 
not a short circuit somewhere in your head. 


An ordinary liar would have been content 


to sny that the republican minority in Mi?- 
si-sippi was being outraged by force, lint 
Chalmers cunii-s to the task. No ordiiiaiy 
work for him.- His capacity in fixing up a 
story that may help the reputtlicen party, 
and secure a federal appointment for him- 
self, is only limited by the possibilities of 
the 
English language. He 
announces 


without a blush that his great majority has 
bsen drives from the field. 


If there can be any truth in such a story 


as this, it is about time the executive com- 
mittee took steps to change generals. 


But The Despatch informs us that the 


republican party, in obedience to the public- 
clamor, made the mistake of withdrawing 
troops from the southern states at election 
times. This statement is tolerably general in 
republican papers just now. It probably 
accounts for all the senseless hubbub that Is 
raised in the Mississippi case. These gen- 
tlemen would like to again put troops 
around the southern ballot boxes. John 
Sherman has more than hinted this of late. 
Attention is industriously called to the fact 
that the republicans now have the owcutive 
and both branches of the next congress. 
Now is the time for them to take steps 
to intrench themselves in power, and dis- 
grace the idea of popular government, by 
calling on the bayonet to assist the republi- 
can ballot. But gentlemen, the scheme 
won't work. You tried it once and made a 
dismal failure. Public clamor has not been 
exhausted in this country; and it will be 
called in again. So long as you fellows have 
a majority behind your bayonets, you arc 
all right. But it the democrats have a ma- 
jority, it will be sure to express itself. Our 
people do not subscribe to the coward's 
idea that a minority can rule by force. 
Give us the votes and we will play them a.s 
trumps, yes and rake in the odd trick. 


Tin-: DESPATCH refuses our proposition 


No. 1, on the ground that it fears being 
asked to tell who struck Billy Patterson. 
There is a violent suspicion in these parts 
that The Despatch could give a detailed 
statement of the heroic assault upon Billy, 
just about as easily as it couHV furnish the 
names of the local W. C. T. U. ladies who 
pronouncpd Mrs. Rounds an autocrat in her 
dealings with the late convention. And it 
is further probable that one statement 
would contain as large a per cent, of truth 
a? the other. Anyhow we should like to 
have The Despatch's efforts in both cases, 
as a new and pretentious work of fiction i; 
something to be desired at the present time. 


Mrs. Rounds' friends will further notice 


with a good deal of alloyed pleasure that 
she is now called an autocrat. The "high- 
handed political poltroon" characterization 
has been dropped. Autocrat is much bet- 
ter. The old style of nomenclature con- 
tained a suggestion that Mrs. liounds was a 
low villain.
